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Cemetery Commission Seeks Donations 
By Anne Kakley 

Located off Mendell Road and next door to the 
Mattapoisett Highway Department, is an example of 
old New England in the form of a picturesque Yankee 
cemetery The Gushing Cemetery established in 1806, 
is a peaceful setting with a wide variety of final resting 
places: hillside tombs, old slate gravemarkers, granite 
stones, family plots with wrought-iron fences and gravel 
roads winding through the gently rolling terrain. Some of 
the markers pre-date 1806, and there are classic examples 
of old Puritan grave carvings, like urns and weeping 
willows, on the stones.

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The beautiful cemetery is historically significant 
to Mattapoisett, but according to Gushing Cemetery 
commission members, maintenance funding is currently 
critical. The wrought-iron fence surrounding the 
cemetery is in need of sanding and re-painting. Ongoing 
maintenance, like grass-mowing, continues to strain the 
cemetery's finances and more income is needed to keep 
up with expenses. 

"We need more money'' said Cushing Cemetery 
commission president Paul Kelley. "That's it. We just 
need more money. We are relying on donations because 
we don't have enough [burials] to pay for the cemetery 
maintenance." 

The cemetery's income has always been three- 
fold: payment for burials, money generated from an 
investment account, and private donations. Since there 
has been an increase in cremations and a decrease in 
Cushing Cemetery burials, that source of revenue has 
dwindled, forcing the cemetery commission to use up the 
investment account on routine maintenance, like grass 
mowing, which costs $20,000 annually 

A private cemetery generally generates income 
with the burial of new "customers", but recent burials 
have been few and far between at the Cushing Cemetery, 
with the last burial having occurred in October 2010. 

The cemetery was originally a town-owned lot, 
but, according to commission member Barry Denham, the 
cemetery changed hands sometime at the beginning of 
the 20th century when a private corporation, consisting of 
families with ties to the Cushing Cemetery, took charge of 
its maintenance. The cemetery receives no town funding 
for upkeep.

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commission is hopeful that families in town, especially 
those with ancestors buried therein, will consider buying 
plots in the cemetery In 1991, the commission paid about 
$60,000 to open up another 1.5 acres for additional burial 
plots, but those plots have gone unused. 

If the cemetery runs out of revenue, then it will 
likely become overgrown, said commission members. 
"The fence will deteriorate,'' said Mr. Denham. "There 
were a few times this summer when people complained 
that the grass hadn't been mowed [but] we try to space 
out the grass mowings as much as possible to save on 
cost." This issue could become even more of a problem 
in the upcoming season if the commission runs out of 
money. 

Among the names in Gushing Cemetery are 
those belonging to old Mattapoisett and Old Rochester 
families, like Bowles, Cannon, Barstow, Hammond and 
Mendell. Tombstones for the Cushing family plot include 
Joseph Cushing Senior (1677-1760), Joseph Cushing Junior 
(1711-1767), Captain Nathaniel Cushing (1779-1841) and 
Charles Henry Cushing (1812-1836). Revolutionary War 
veteran Nathaniel Cushing is interred there, along with 
Civil War veterans, ship captains, magistrates and former 
Congregational Church ministers. "It's just a cross-section 
of everyone who lived in town in the early days," said Mr. 
Denham. 

Those involved in the commission have a vested 
interest in making sure that the cemetery is maintained.

Bridge Widening Project Underway 
By Laura Pedulli 

Old Colony Vocational Technical High School 
students, contractors, engineers, town representatives. 
Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path, the Bike Path 
Committee and other supporters celebrated the 
first step of a joint effort to widen a footbridge over 
the Mattapoisett River last Friday, December 3. The 
footbridge is part of an old rail trail on the westerly side of 
Reservation Road, a short distance from the Mattapoisett 
YMCA. 

The bridge-widening project is one phase of a 
comprehensive plan to establish a 4.5 mile bike and 
pedestrian route from the Fairhaven waterfront to Depot 
Street in Mattapoisett. 

On a cloudy and brisk day. Old Colony students 
and staff, Mattapoisett Town Hall personnel, and bike 
advocates watched as beams, with handrails attached, 
were hoisted into place. The bridge extension, which will 
be completed in the spring, will expand the six-foot wide 
footbridge to 14 feet. The greater width is necessary to 
meet the standard of a Class A bike path, according to 
Friends of the Bike Path President Bonne DeSousa. 

The total cost of the project is approximately 
$35,000, with funding derived from the town of 
Mattapoisett and the Community Preservation Fund. 
Other assistance came in the form of $10,000 in labor from 
about 20 students from Old Colony, led by carpentry 
teacher Stuart Norton. 

"This has been a great project,'' said Mr. Norton, 
noting that contractors working on the project have 
presented to students basic engineering principles and 
harnessing instruction. He said in the spring, the students 
will remove the old bridge that remains in place between 
the two new guardrails and beams and lay down the

Steve Miranda, chapter advisor of Skills USA, a 
non-profit organization that sponsored the work by Old 
Colony students, said he was thrilled to see the students' 
work come to fruition. ''It's extremely important to get 
students out into the community and for the community 
to see what Old Colony students can do," he said.

The Board approved the minutes of the 
November 16 meeting. 

With no appointments on the agenda, the Board delved 
right into their action items. 

The Board issued a one-day all-alcohol permit 
to the VFW post #2425 for the Sippican Seniors party on 
December 10, 2010.

MICROCHIPS 

My friend told me that I should have a microchip implanted 
in my cat so I could track him like Lojack enables police to 
recover a car. Is this true? 

Not exactly. A microchip is a rice sized computer chip with 
a number embedded in it that is injected under the skin of a 
cat or dog. A receiver is passed over the pet and the number 
shows up on a window. A phone call to a clearing house will 
reveal the name and address of the cat's owner. So a micro- 
chip is more like an ID tag than a Lojack. 

How can I get a microchip inserted into my dog? 
Your veterinarian can insert a microchip into your dog or 
cat. You then register the microchip number and the process 
is complete. Microchips are an excellent idea for cats that go 
outdoors as cat are almost always losing their collars with 
associated ID tags.

The recommendation were for a minimum lot 
size, lot frontage, front yard setback, frontage buildout 
percentage, minimum side and rear setback, maximum 
building height, maximum lot coverage, residential units 
permitted, parking permitted amounts, parking design 
and shared parking provisions. The information was 
broken into four categories: retail, office, restaurant and 
residential. 

The Town of Marion hired Cornish Associates 
to look at the Route 6 and Route 105 overlay and 
recommend zoning suggestions for the town for that 
area only. Mr. Magauran listed the Cornish Associates 
recommendations alongside the current zoning bylaws in 
a handout provided at the meeting. The Cornish reports 
can be downloaded and viewed by the public by going to 
the Town of Marion web site: www.MarionMA.gov. 

According to Mr. Magauran, the current 
minimum lot size is 15,000 square feet in the general 
business zone. ''Right now, we are open to anything at 
this point,'' said Mr. Magauran. "Mixed-use zoning is 
not allowed under our current zoning," he added, "so 
you can't have retail on the first floor and residential 
on the second floor." The Cornish reports endorsed 
mixed-use zoning and no minimum lot size. Cornish 
also recommended a higher maximum lot coverage and 
an 8-unit per acre density for residential occupancy. Mr. 
Magauran explained that the Cornish recommendations 
will hopefully bring about a pedestrian friendly, non-auto 
focused area, where residential and commercial can be 
blended together in a neighborhood-type setting. 

"We need these new zoning by-laws to help 
Marion invent the kind of development we want in this 
town, not a Jiffy Lube set on a 15,000 square-foot lot that 
creates a sprawl setting," he said. It was also noted in the

Cornish reports that studies show two-story buildings set 
close to the street, with almost no setback at all, tend to 
slow traffic down, especially with areas where pedestrians 
are seen walking. 

"Current zoning consists of single-story buildings, 
with single use designs, all centered around cars,'' said 
Mr. Magauran. "We want to maintain our town character 
and these recommended zoning bylaws can help us do 
that," he added. 

The Planning Board plans to have a final draft of 
the new zoning bylaws in time for them to be put on the 
warrant for a final vote at town meeting in May of 2011.

Superintendent 
Doug White said events will be scheduled to occur in 
conjunction with the ceremony. To that end. Principal Jay 
Ryan said that the ribbon-cutting day will include tours 
of the addition by the student council and will ''show 
taxpayers, and the people of Rochester, what's been 
happening."

is steps away from completion. Director of Student 
Services Teresa Hamm said in her report. The "very 
comprehensive'' 41-page plan includes language not 
only on playground or classroom bullying, but on cyber 
bullying and preventive educational programs. Mr. White 
said that the official anti-bullying plan will be presented 
for approval at the Old Rochester Regional School District 
Committee on December 8. 

"We're ahead of a lot of schools when I think 
about it. . . I feel good because there has been a lot of 
input," Ms. Hamm said. 

A discussion then took place regarding financial 
shortfalls in the food service program. Both Director of 
Food Services Suzanne Souza and Ms. Isernio spoke up 
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on the current state of the program. Ms. Isernio reported 
that although the latest figures on lunch purchases 
show a ''positive trending'', RMS still is estimated to 
be about $7,700 in the red by the end of the year. The 
business administrator recommended against raising 
the lunch price because the RMS' lunch cost already 
exceeds the $2.08 average lunch price in the South Shore 
Food Collaborative. Also, raising the price would deter 
students from buying lunch in general, she said. 

Looking at ways to address the shortfall, 
Ms. Isernio instead recommended looking at cutting 
personnel hours by one hour per day or increasing the a 
la carte price. Currently, the staff includes four workers, 
one who works four hours per day and the other three 
who work seven hours daily. She said cutting each 
worker's hours by one per day would result in a $6,193 
net savings for the school. 

Ms. Hartley suggested that Ms. Souza should be 
present at the school consistently and believes that the 
shortfall problem needs immediate attention to prevent 
other school programs from losing money. "We need to 
figure out a way to run the cafeteria - not to make a profit, 
but to come in even," she said. "It is important that our 
food service manager provides us a service... We need to 
have serious, consistent and specific service to the town 
of Rochester," she added. Ms. Laliberte weighed in saying 
that she feels that Ms. Souza should be present for several 
consecutive days to get a handle on the issues. 
The school committee opted to think about the matter 
further, with Ms. Souza committing to spend more time at 
the school. 

Mr. Scholz then provided a brief building 
subcommittee report. He said the subcommittee 
determined that the purchase of a new tractor to perform 
year-round maintenance could be justified under 
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the school building budget. Overall, he said that the 
building's renovation and addition project is going well, 
and that few surprises have occurred so far. 

In future business, Ms. Rood said that the next 
regionalization meeting is scheduled for January 20, 2011. 
With nothing left on the agenda, the committee adjourned 
at 7:58 pm. 

Center School Music Room to Reopen

Leaking water shut down Mattapoisett Center 
School's music room in the summer of 2009, and the doors 
since have been closed to classes and performances. After 
nearly 18 months of silence, the music room, known for its 
high ceilings and large bay window, will soon be available 
to young musicians once again. 

After a delay in mending three separate sections 
of the school's roof, officials indicate that extensive 
exterior repairs are underway, which will allow for the 
full interior restoration of the music room, likely in time 
for the holidays. 

The water that damaged the walls of the music 
room had penetrated the southern end of the complex, 
which still has the original 1898 roof, following work 
done by Agostini Construction on the 2004 addition. 
The water damage was not discovered until a couple of 
years ago, according to Mattapoisett School Committee 
Chairperson Gracinda Knox. She said that, under an 
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insurance claim, the school is receiving full remediation 
from the contractor for the interior water damage, which 
will allow for the renovation and repair of the walls and 
ceiling. No lead is in the building, and there is no risk of 
mold because construction of exterior walls is made from 
mold-resistant material, she added. 

The contractor "has come to the plate'' and will 
remediate all roof damages without legal claims, Ms. 
Knox also said. 

"It took a long time for the contractor to get 
started," said Town Administrator Michael Gagne, 
"but doing a classical building is a lot of work." Some 
of the exterior work entails replacing broken capstones 
and adding sealant to them, adding flashing, repairing 
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archwork, replacing the mortar, and repointing the 
brickwork for two gables. Mr. Gagne credited Ray 
Andrews of the Building Committee for his work 
facilitating meetings and investigating the roof issues. 
''He's doing a fantastic job chasing the details/' the town 
administrator said. 

Before interior work could begin on the music 
room, some roof repairs had to be completed to ensure 
that no more water enters the building. According to Old 
Rochester Regional Facilities Director Steve Murphy, on 
Wednesday, December 1, contractors finished sealing up 
the old section of roof above the music room, which gave 
him the green light to begin the interior work. "We've 
started rapid repairs under my direction. We started 
last Friday [December 3] and worked all through the 
weekend. All in all we're using expert restoration that will 
ensure the original design. It will be a proud showpiece 
for the town," he said. 

In the meantime, approximately 90 percent of 
the roof repairs are complete but favorable weather is 
required to complete the job, Ms. Knox said. 

Mr. Murphy hopes to give the music room a 
facelift in time for the holiday season, but said he is 
unsure if any snags will impede progress. Regardless, the 
room will be completed no later than the end of January, 
he said. 

"There has been incredible progress in the past 
four weeks. [The new music room] will bring a lot of 
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smiles/' he said. 

Attendance Dip Sparks Concern 

Marion School Committee 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

A regular meeting of the Marion School 
Committee was called to order by Chairperson Jane 
McCarthy on Wednesday, December 1 at 6:30 pm in the 
Marion Town Hall. Also in attendance were committee 
members Brad Gordon, Jay Pateakos, Joseph Scott and 
Christine Winters. 

Chairman McCarthy opened the meeting 
by thanking members of the Bulling and Prevention 
and Intervention Plan committee for their efforts. Ms. 
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McCarthy asked committee members for their input into 
the Marion School Committee Report that will appear in 
the annual Marion Town Report. 

Superintendent Doug White then notified the 
committee that he is forming a technology sub-committee 
to do a ''needs analysis'' for the district. Mr. White invited 
members of the community to join the subcommittee, 
which will access what the district has now and what 
will be needed in the future. This fits in with one of the 
district's major strategic goals. RMS Principal Jay Ryan is 
also a member of the new subcommittee. 

Mr. White reported that he and Peter Bangs, 
Chairperson of ORR School Committee, have hired 
consultant David Tobin to provide a financial analysis of 
the implication of becoming a pre-kindergarten through 
grade 12 regional school district. Mr. Tobin' s work will 
include research and analysis of the towns' obligations 
in education and the effect regionalization will have on 
budgets in the district as well as the towns. Mr. Tobin's 
services will be paid by funds from a regional planning 
grant received earlier in the school year. The report 
will be completed and presented to the Regionalization 
Committee on January 20, 2011. 

In the principal's report. Interim Principal Lyn 
Rivet said that 48 children were absent the day before 
Thanksgiving and that over 10 percent of the overall 
absences at the school were family vacations. There are 
462 students at the school. Attendance has dropped from 
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98 percent to 97 percent. Total days of absences were 644 
as of the day before Thanksgiving. A letter was sent out to 
parents stressing the importance of school attendance. 

Sarah Goerges, Assistant Principal, presented 
a summary, by grade, of the new "Everyday Math'' 
curriculum used at Sippican School. Ms. Goerges said 
the math is taught in a ''spiral'' format, with each lesson 
including addition, subtraction, division and decimals. 
Each lesson teaches all four areas, as opposed to teaching 
addition, then subtraction, then division and perhaps 
running out of time to cover all of the decimal chapters. 
The new curriculum exposes the student to all the areas 
that are required learning. Currently, kindergarten 
through third grade are using the new math program, 
while grades 4 to 6 are using it on a pilot program. 
Feedback from parents and teachers has been positive. 

In her report. Director of Food Services Suzanne 
Souza said that lunch counts are down, but the consensus 
was that the economy is playing a part in the reduction 
of meals sold. Ms. Souza said that each lunch consists 
of five parts: grains, protein, fruit, vegetable and dairy. 
No ice cream is served, only sorbet, which the students 
have easily substituted. Whole grains are incorporated 
in French toast, wraps and pizza dough. "Overall, the 
transition to an improved lunch menu has been good," 
Ms. Souza said. 

Facilities Manager Steven Murphy said that 
he is waiting for bids to repair a back-up pump. Mr. 
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Murphy said that he has made a list of long-term capital 
improvements that will keep the building up with 
technology in its HVAC and energy conservation areas. 
The list includes both small and larger items that should 
be looked at as long-term investments to reduce energy 
costs down the road. 

The budget report was discussed and two 
transfers were approved. Mr. Gordon said that rental 
income from the school building lease fund is down 
because a tenant has left. Mr. Gordon would like to 
advertise that the school is available for outside groups to 
lease. Business Administrator Katie Isernio agreed to look 
into ways to attract new lessees. 

The draft of the Bullying Prevention and 
Intervention Plan was discussed, with several parents 
speaking about their concerns. One parent said that many 
of the incidents occur on the bus, in the cafeteria and at 
recess. Director of Student Services Teresa Hamm said 
that the new plan incorporates training for all those who 
will be in contact with the students and who can intervene 
in a bullying situation. 

Mr. Pateakos reported on the Southeastern 
Massachusetts Educational Collaborative (SMEC) meeting 
held on November 30 and said that three former SMEC 
students, all with disabilities, spoke about their lives and 
the success they've had. All three students have jobs, 
two at a local supermarket and one at a restaurant. All 
have been at the same job for over ten years and live 
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independently or with a roommate. Mr. Pateakos said 
it was inspirational to hear about how these students 
moved on in life and succeeded. 

The SMEC committee is seeking two Rochester 
residents to serve on the committee. The new chairman is 
Kim Frink. A pamphlet explaining the SMEC program has 
been formulated and the district is looking for a printer 
to produce the booklets free of charge. Mr. Pateakos said 
that SMEC enrollment is down and students recently had 
an increase in their health insurance premiums of ten 
percent. 

The minutes of the November 3 meeting and 
executive session were approved with minor changes. 
The committee voted to adjourn at 8:38 pm. 
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School Report 

ORR Adopts New Fire Drill Procedure

Homeroom was extended on Friday, December 
2, as Old Rochester Regional (ORR) High School used 
the extra time for a walkthrough of the new fire drill 
procedure. The procedure is completely removed from the 
typical fire drill adjustments that take place every year, so 
school officials felt that a practice-run within the comfort 
of the homeroom setting would be necessary prior to a 
"real" fire drill. 

On Thursday morning, homeroom teachers were 
asked to explain the new procedure to their homerooms. 
In summary, the new procedure is that students, after

evacuating the building, will regroup in the school 
parking lot with their homeroom in assigned locations. 
This is drastically different from the old practice - dating 
back to the time most students were in elementary school 
- in which students evacuate the building but remain 
with the class that they were attending when the alarm 
went off. 

The chief reason that the procedure was changed 
was that for the junior and high schools, there was no 
way to account for the occurrence of a fire alarm going off 
during lunches or passing. If this ever happened, then the 
evacuation would be a total mess, as students would have 
no teacher to report to for attendance. 

The fire drill procedure was also changed, in part, 
because the new procedure will identify missing students 
and staff members more quickly. As two of my teachers 
explained, every student has an assigned location with 
their homeroom teacher, and every teacher who is not 
tied to a homeroom has an assigned regrouping spot as 
well. Homeroom teachers are very familiar with their 
students because they have the same homeroom for four 
years. As such, they can quickly take their attendance and 
identify missing students. All missing students - absent 
or not - are written down on a piece of yellow paper. 

Once attendance is taken, the heads of the 
different departments check with the homeroom teachers 
and collect the yellow piece of paper. These teachers 
then bring the list further up the chain, where the names 
are cross-checked with the school attendance records, to 
make sure that the names on the paper are those of absent 
or dismissed students who were not in the building 
during the evacuation. 

The walkthrough was actually much shorter than 
the usual fire drill - hopefully that is testament to the 
success of the new procedure. Students have been warned 
that either this week or next week, there will be a real fire 
drill to make sure that it truly works. The walkthrough 
was meant to get students familiar with their spots in the 
parking lot. 

One of my teachers also said that the same system 
of regrouping in homerooms and taking attendance for 
cross-checking with the school records will be used in 
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case of an evacuation to Tabor Academy. The evacuation 
drills started last year, but it is unknown whether ORR 
will have another one this year. In any case, with the 
new procedure, the students will meet in the parking lot 
according to their homeroom locations. The homerooms 
will then use the same formation (charted on a board, 
resembling a rectangle) to reconvene at Tabor Academy. 

As some teachers have warned, students should 
be dressing warmly every day until the next fire drill 
occurs, as the weather is getting colder and, in the event 
of a drill, students must be prepared to stand outside for a 
while.

Rochester Green Ways 

When driving through Rochester, you may not 
realize that many of the roadside trees and gardens are 
the handiwork of the Rochester Green Ways Committee 
(GWC). You may have seen members of the GWC 
out digging, weeding or planting in the town center 
(including Plumb Library), Hartley Road, and the 
Bradford Lane /Grange areas. 

The GWC started because several Rochester 
residents noted that old pictures showed town roads 
were once lined with stately elms. When Dutch Elm 
disease wiped out these trees, nothing was planted in 
their place. GWC began planting memorial trees along the 
curve of Rounseville Road at Plumb Corner in the spring 
of 2001. GWC doesn't have a line in the town's budget; 
instead, they rely on donations from folks who wish to 
honor or remember someone special by planting a tree. If 
you look closely, you will see an engraved brick below 
each tree. After considerable research, the committee 
chose ten species of trees to plant, knowing that planting a 
variety of trees reduces the risk of disease loss. 

In addition to planting memorial trees, GWC also 
plants and maintains the gardens in the town center and 
at the intersection of Walnut Plain and Marion Road. Last 
year, GWC planted a wildflower garden on either side 
of the path that connects Dexter Lane and New Bedford 
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Road. Unfortunately, the spring floods killed those plants, 
and the town missed this summer's show of color. GWC 
is planning to replant this garden in the spring of 2011, 
but they need grants to pay for the plant material. Also, 
GWC would love to have folks share native wildflower 
species from their own perennial gardens.

Bullying: Old Problem, New Approach

Bullying has been around for as long as 
humankind. Children have always been picking on each 
other, with one trying to dominate or ridicule another to 
feel important or impress friends. Feeling safe at school 
is something every child should experience, but some 
do not. Being the one bullied can cause misery, fear and 
isolation - so much for focusing on schoolwork. 

With the January 2010 suicide of Phoebe Prince 
of South Hadley, MA, bullying was put in the spotlight, 
resulting in the May 2010 passage of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Bullying Law (S.2323), a zero-tolerance protocol 
that requires school officials to report bullying cases to 
local authorities. A review of the 
Prince case showed that teachers 
and other adults at the school 
knew Phoebe was being bullied 
and did nothing to intervene. 
Phoebe's mother spoke to the 
school, but nothing was done 
to stop the tormenting of her 
daughter by several students. The 
teens were later charged with 
various crimes and are currently 
awaiting trial. 

In the Phoebe Prince case, 
teachers and adults at the school 
who witnessed the bullying were 
not charged with committing 
a crime. Ms. Prince, an Irish 

immigrant, hanged herself upon returning from school 
on January 13, 2010. The incident was splashed all over 
the radio, television and Internet, with questions raised 
about the lack of intervention by adults who might have 
been able to prevent the fatal outcome. 

The new law's intent is to train all adults who 
interact with students to be prepared to intervene in 
a bullying incident in an appropriate way. School 
districts across Massachusetts have until December 
31 , 2010 to create and finalize a Bullying Prevention 
and Intervention Plan. Last August, the ORR district 
formed a 25-member intervention committee consisting 
of school social workers, police officers, school nurses, 
parents, bus drivers and teachers. The committee worked 




to create a plan, which may be voted upon at the district 
meeting on December 8 . 

With the input from many people, the plan's 
draft is impressive and should remediate bullying issues 
in the district by addressing incidents of aggressive 
behavior when they are first noticed. The plan also 
incorporates curriculum and lesson plans to teach 
students about the harmful practice of bullying. 

"I think everyone has been bullied at some time 
in [his or her] life," said Frank Braga, transportation 
provider for the ORR school district. "I've driven 
busses in various places, and feel that it isn't a particular 
problem here. The students are pretty well behaved 
overall," he said. "I was a bus driver in an urban area 
and it is exponentially different 
from here," he added. 

Mr. Braga said that 
there are three digital cameras, 
designed for student monitoring, 
which can be used on any bus, 
at any time. "When we want to 
document something, that's the 
best way to do it," he said. Bus 
drivers, depending on the severity 
of the problem, will handle 
behavioral issues that come up 
on a case-by-case basis. "When 
you are transporting 50 kids and 
there's an incident, a driver will 
pull over, address the students 
and change the seats and isolate 
the suspected offenders. Later, the 
driver will write up the incident and report it," said Mr. 
Braga. There are a few bus monitors in the district, but 
they are only used when a student's individual education 
plan calls for it. 

Bullying and cyber-bullying are individually 
defined in the new ORR plan. While there will always 
be discipline issues in school which are handled on 
an individual, usually one time basis, bullying is 
different in that it is a repeated activity that places the 
victim in a hostile situation on a daily basis. With the 
implementation of this new bullying plan, the ORR 
school district will be trained and ready to help any 
student who feels unsafe at school.

fmf A Rock and a Hard Place

727 Hours. Starring James Franco. Directed by Danny 
Boyle. Running time: 95 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

127 Hours is an indelible physical experience 
with a bit of spiritual glop ladled onto it to help the bitter 
medicine go down. In 2003, mountain climber Aron 
Ralston (played here by James Franco) fell into a Utah 
canyon, his right arm pinned by a boulder. There he stayed 
for about five days, trying everything he could think of 
with the limited tools he had, until finally he broke the 
arm and sawed it off with a dull multi-use knife. This is 
not a spoiler, since Ralston's story was told thousands 
of times that year, after he made it back to civilization. 
Ralston is today a husband and father, and he still climbs 
and hikes alone, though he now takes care to tell people 




where he's going. 

Aside from a prologue of sorts, with Ralston 
acting as guide to a couple of lost young hikers 
(Kate Mara and Amber Tamblyn), and a crazy quilt of 
hallucinatory flashbacks whose fabric gets denser as the 
movie approaches climax, it's pretty much a one-man 
show. Franco brings a heedless, arrogant physicality 
to the role; Ralston is so familiar with this particular 
stretch of rocks and crevices he hops across them the 
way you would negotiate your back yard, instinctually, 
thoughtlessly. Once Ralston is trapped — about fifteen 



minutes into the 95-minute film — the burden is on 
Franco to keep the tension coiled while avoiding 
monotony. He doesn't even have a volleyball to talk to, 
though he spills his guts to his camcorder, at one point 
fantasizing a talk-show host deriding him for getting into 
this fix. There's wit and ingenuity in the performance. 

For a good while, the same is true of the direction. 
Danny Boyle's recent films have left me cold — I was 
one of the few unmoved by his Oscar- winning Slumdog 
Millionaire. But 127 Hours, which Boyle also wrote 
(with Simon Beaufoy), captures physical stress at its 
utmost. The style is jazzy but clean, never obtrusive. The 
landscape is full of rocks that look soft and round but 
will crush you. The elements can warm or punish. The 
cramped geography of Ralston's death-trap is imposing. 
When Ralston empties his backpack, we see his few 
supplies, which help keep him going but in the long run 
are useless. In the end there is only a knife. 

All of this is first-rate, but a life lesson sneaks 
around the margins. Ralston has said a vision of a future 
son kept him alive, and we see this. We also hear a lot 
about Ralston's commitment-phobia. He was always, it 
seems, running away from people into nature's embrace. 
Finally the dialogue comes right out with it: Ralston and 
his boulder have been on a collision course all his life. He 
needed the rock to show him how much he needed people. 
Really, drinking his own urine to stay hydrated and losing 
his arm was the best thing that could' ve happened to 
him. Ralston currently enjoys a lucrative side career on 
the corporate-lecture circuit, presumably parlaying his 
experience into bromides about perseverance and, heh, 
reaching out. 

The movie buys into this. I suppose it's human 
nature to ascribe deeper spiritual meaning to a horrific 
event, though Christopher Hitchens' current dignified 
struggle refutes this. But artists should be more tough- 
minded. I wouldn't kick so much at the soppy "everything 
happens for a reason" telegram if the preceding hour or 
so weren't so harsh and true, expressed in sharp pure 
cinema. (At one point the filmmaking brings you close 
to what it might feel like to saw agonizingly through 
nerves.) 127 Hours is about three-quarters of a minimalist 
classic, an epic battle reduced to one body and one rock. 
But slapping a happy face on the whole ghastly event, as 
if it happened solely to improve Ralston's character and 
inspire others to do likewise, is more than a little bizarre.
